Under the above title and in con- 
junction with the business course of 
the Alexander Hamilton Institute of 
New York, Mr, EB. W. Beatty, Presi- 
dent of the Canadian Pacific Railway, 
has contributed a little pamphlet 
known as Lecture No, 24.

Not since 1914 has the livestock in- 
dustry of this country been on a 
sounder basis than the present (says 
the Toronto Globe). War prices of 
a few years ago, while encouraging 
unhealthy production, were also re 
sponsible for the liquidation of much 
inferior stock, while the more recent 
sharp slump in commercial prices, 
particularly In cattle, resulted in an- 
other wholesale disposal of cull ani- 
mais. A gratifying feature of the 
change has been the more universal 
introduction of pufe-bred blood into 
Canadian herds, made possible by the 
easier prices of stock of this breeding,

Pulsates Some 
432,000 Times a Day 
The heart of a watch is the balance 


structed and made to withstand vary- 
ing changes in temperature it will not 
pulsate accurately, and. will soon 
cause the watch to lose or gain. On 
account of the different temperatures 
which the ordinary watch must with- 
stand, it is necessary for the balance 
wheel to be made of metals which ex- 
pand and contract at rates which off- 
set each other. For this reason the 
wheel is made of finely tempered 
steel while set around the rim in such 
@ manner as to preserve perfect bal- 
ance are bits of brass which act as 
a check upon the expansion or con- 
traction of the steel. When it is re- 
membered that the balance-wheel of 
a watch pulsates some 432,000 times a 
day, and that the delicate mechanism 
must be adjusted to withstand chang- 
es of temperature ranging from body 
heat to a number of degrees below 
zero, it will be,seen that precautions 
such as the use of at least two-metals 
are essential to the operation of a 
watch which will keep perfect time. 
Derivation of “Salary”

salt was, in course of time, commuted 
for money, the amount was called 
“salary,” and hence, no doubt, the ex- 
pression, “Not worth his salt”—that 
is, his salary.
